This Order is delivered in pursuance of show cause 
Notice dated 25th January, 1996 issued to the members 
of the Managing Committee of the Radhakrishna Co -op . 
Housing Society Ltd., St. Inez , Panaji (hereinafter referred 
to as the said society ) under Section 78 of the 
Maharashtra Co- op . Societies Act , 1960 as in force in this 
State of Goa (hereinafter referred to as the said Act ) 
read with Rule 61 of the Co -op . Societies Rules , 1962 
( hereinafter referred to as the said Rules ) and after 
careful consideration of the matter. The brief facts of the 
case are : as follows: - . 


audit rectification report as required in terms of Section 
82 of the said Act . As the society failed to furnish the 
statement of accounts for the year 1994-95 and in the 
absence of the same, the exact financial position and 
the working of the society on a particular date could not 
be ascertained and statutory audit of the society could 
not be finalised . The Committee , therefore made 
persistent defaults in the performance of duties imposed 
on it under provisions of Rule 58 of the said Rules and 
also Bye-law No. 62 of the Bye - lawsof the society which 
is prejudicial to the interest of the society. 


2. The Radhakrishna Co - op . Housing Society Ltd., is a 
registered Co -operative Society under the provisions of 
the said Act and Rules under Notification No. HSG (b ) 
-35 /Goa dated 9-11-1973 and classified as a Housing 
Society . As per Bye-law No. 2 of the Bye -laws of the 
society, the main object of the society is to take on lease 
or to purchase plot or to purchase building and to 
construct tenaments on such plot or plots, for use of its 
members and to advance or guarantee loans to members 
for acquiring building sites and for construction house 
and receive or guarantee repayment in lumpsum or in 
instalments . The statutory audit , inspection and 

supervision of the society is being conducted as per the 
.: provisions ofthe said Act and Rules and exercised overall 

control and provided guidance by the Asstt. Registrar of 
Co - op . Societies, Central Zone, Panaji under said Act. 


5. As per the provisions of sub -section ( 1) of Section 75 
ofthe said Act; every Co-op . Society shall within a period 
of 3 months, next after the date fixed for making up its 
accounts , for the year under the Rules for the time being 
in force call a General Meeting of its members i.e. by 
15th August provided that the Registrarmay by general 
or special order extend the period of holding such 
meeting for a further period not exceeding 3 months i.e. 
upto 14th November. However, it is found that the society 
has not convened its General Body Meeting after 
14-7-1991 i.e. since last 4 years . The Committee , 
therefore, has persistently made defaults in the 
performance of duties imposed on it under the provisions 
of Section 75 of the said Act . 


3. As per the provisions of Bye - laws of the society the 
management and affairs of the society is vested in the 
Managing Committee and the Managing Committee is 
responsible in the performance of the duties imposed 
on it by the said Act and Rules and the Bye -laws of the 
society . However, it is found that the Managing 
Committee has failed to perform its duties as imposed on 
it by the Act and Rules and Bye - laws of the society. 


6. As per the provisions of the Bye-law No. 59( a ) of the 
Bye- laws of the society , the Registrar may by an order, 
issued in writing, ( a ) remove all the members of the 
Committee of the society and appoint new . committee 
.consisting of one or more members of the society in their 
place (b ) remove any of the members of the committee 
and appoint such a member or number of members of 
the society as may be considered necessary in the place 
of the member or members of the committee so removed 
( c) remove the Secretary and /or any other official or 
officials of the society and appoint a substitute or 
substitutes in their place at the cost of society for a 
period not exceeding 3 years at one time for any or all 
of the following reasons: 


(i) the society , its officials or members concerned do 
not furnish any information required by the Registrar, 
Asstt. Registrar or Auditor in relation to the society 
within the time prescribed . 


4. As provided under Rule 58 of the said Rules it is 
obligatory on the part of every Co -op . Society to prepare 
its statements of Accounts within 45 days of the close 
of the co -operative Year i.e. by 15th May and furnish a 
copy thereof, within 15 days thereafter . i.e. by 31st May 
to the concerned Auditor for the purpose of audit . 
Likewise as per Bye -law No. 62 of the Bye -laws of the 
society , the society shall on or before 15th May in each 
year publish an Annual Balance Sheet containing (a ) 
.- Profit and Loss Account (b ) Receipt and Expenditure of 
the previous financial year and submit a copy thereof to 
the Registrar not later than 15 days from the date of 
preparation of such statement of accounts . However, it 
is found that the society failed to furnish the statement 
of accounts for the year 1994-95 within the period 
stipulated in Rule 58 of the said Rules as well as Bye -law 
No. 62 of the Bye-laws of the society . It is observed that 
in the past the statements ofaccounts of the said society 
for the year 1990-91 , 1991-92 , 1992-93 and 1993-94 were 
not submitted within the prescribed time limit as a 
result the audit of the said society for the year 1990-91 , 
1991-92 , 1992-93 and 1993-94 was pending for a 
considerable long period and the samewas completed 
on 13-9-94 . The society has also failed to submit the 


( ii ) the society, its office bearers , officials or members 
concerned do not take necessary steps to rectify the 
irregularities pointed out in the audit Memos and to pay 
off the liabilities if any, of the society within the 
prescribed time. 


( iii) the society, its office bearers , officials members 
concerned refuse to carry out the instuctions of the 
Registrar, the Asstt. Registrar or Auditor or to rectify the 
irregularities pointed out to them within the prescribed 
time. 


The society failed to furnish the required information 
to the Asstt. Registrar of Co -op . Societies , Central Zone, 
Panaji and the Auditors , and take necessary steps to 
rectify the irregularities and furnish rectification report 
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as contemplated in Bye- law No. 59 ( A ) ( iii) of the 
Bye -laws of the society and Section 82 of the said Act . 


place as they determine . However, it is found from Audit 
Report for the year 1990-91 to 1993-94 that the society 
has not shown to the audit the proceeding book of the 
Managing Committee Meeting and it is not known 
whether the society has convened the meetings of the 
Managing Committee at any time or otherwise , thereby 
committed default in performance of duties imposed on 
it by the Bye - laws of the society. 


7. As per provisions of Bye- law No. 34 of the Bye -laws 
of the society , the General Body Meeting shall elect 
each , President, Committeemen , Auditor, etc. However, 
it is found that the society failed to convene General 
Body Meeting of the society since 14-7-1991 thereby the 
Annual General Body Meeting could not..elect the 
Managing Committee and other office bearers of the 
society with the result the existing committee is 
continuing unauthorisedly for many years . The 
Managing Committee therefore , committed defaults in 
performance of duties imposed on it under Bye-law 
No. 34 of the Byelaws of the society. 


12. It is found from the Audit Report for the year 
1990-91 to 1993-94 that amount recoverable towards 
monthly contribution from the members as on 31-1-94 is 
Rs. 72,614-92 . The society has not maintained individual 
members contribution register hence the exact position 
ir respect of individualmembers contribution cannot be 
ascertained . It is also reported that the society has not 
made any efforts for recovery of the dues of the society. 
TheManaging Committee, therefore , found negligent in 
performance of duties imposed on it by the Act and 
Rules and Bye -laws of the society . 


8. as per the provisions of Bye -law No. 44 ( d ) of the 
Bye - laws of the society , the committee at their first 
meeting subsequent to each Annual General Body 
Meeting shall elect Chairman , one or more Secretaries , 

Treasurer and other officers from amongst their own 
members . However, it is found that no election of 
Chairman , Secretary or Treasurer are held and the 
present office bearers are continuing unauthorisedly for 
the many years . The Managing Committee therefore , 
committed defaults in performance of duties imposed on 
it under Bye - law No. 44 (d ) of the Bye -laws of the society . 


13. It is found from the Audit Reports that 
accumulated loss of the society as on 31-3-94 is of 
Rs. 1,06,158.84 due to the reasons of non -recovery of 
instalments regularly from the members which indicates 
that the affairs of the society are not being managed in 
proper manner by the Managing Committee: 


9. It is found that the said society had obtained a loan 
from the Goa State Co - op . Housing Finance and 
Federation Ltd., Panaji and has not repaid the same in 
time and the said society is a defaulter to the said 
Federation . It is also found that an amount of 
Rs . 93,811-58 towards principal and interest is overdue 
for last two years . It is further found that the said 
Federation has filed a case under section 91 of the Act 
against the society and has obtained the award for 
recovery ofdues and the Registrar s Nominee vide order 
dated 8-3-95 has ordered the society to pay to the 
Federation the overdue amount of Rs. 76,468-02 till 
31-3-1994 and further instalment that will fall due in 
future with interest and penal interest at the rate of 3 % 
per annum . However, the society failed to comply with 
the said order dated 8-3-1995 of Registrar s Nominee 
thereby committed an offence under Section 146 of the 
said Act. 


14. The Office of the Asstt . Registrar of Co -op . 
Societies, Central Zone, Panaji had deputed one 
Inspector to conduct the inspection of the society. 
However, the Chairperson of the society vide her letter 
dated 18-9-1995 informed that she is not in a position to 
accept the inspection of the books of accounts and other 
records of the society on 19-9-95 as Books of Accounts 
and other records of the society were entrusted to the 
Chartered Accountant for maintaining the accounts and 
requested to postpone the inspection fixed to first week 
of November, 1995. Thus the society failed to produce 
the records of the society for official inspection . The 
society has therefore wilfully dis - obeyed the instructions 
issued by the Asstt. Registrar of Co- op . Societies, Central 
Zone, Panaji and not allowed the Inspector to inspect 
account of society as required under the provisions of 
the said Act, as a result theManaging Committee failed 
to allow the Inspector to discharge its official functions. 


10. It is found that it is mentioned in the Audit Report 
for the year 1990-91, 1991-92, 1992-93 , 1993-94 , that the 
society has not shown member s register for verification 
of the Auditor and thus it is not known as to whether 
the society has maintained this register as required or 
otherwise . It is also observed that in the said audit report 
that the society has notmaintained all books of accounts 
and registers as required under Rule 62 of the said Rules . 
It is also found that the society has not maintained dead 
stock register, receipt book members individual register. 
The Managing Committee, therefore found negligent in 
the performance of duties imposed on it by the said Act 
and Rules and the Bye -laws of the society 


15. All the Members of Managing Committee were 
issued Show Cause Notices for filing their say and given 
an opportunity to hear them before passing this order 
and the matter was posted for personal hearing on 
16-2-96 at 11.00 a . m . The persons at Sr. No. 1 to 5 neither 
filed any written reply nor attended the personal 
hearing fixed on the aforesaid date and time. However, 
the perosn at Sr. No. 1 i.e. Smt. Savita Mahajan vide her 
letter dated 14-2-96 referred to at Sr. No, 4 above 
requested for grant of extension for further period of one 
month on the health grounds without producing 
evidence for justifying her say. However the same was 
considered by the undersigned and the matter was 
posted for further hearing on 19-3-1996 at 11-00 a . m .
